and town improvement efforts must 
stop. Other localities are trying to 
keep both of them along. 


While we must keep up all the war 


efforts to the limit, we must not let the 
home life of our towns run down and 
drop to a Jower level of public spirit 
and accomplishment. 


This war ought to have taught us 


all here in Newark that we ought to 
put a great deal more time into public 
spirited effort. 
We have been living 


along, not merely in a selfish way. but 
a very short sighted way. "When a 
man takes no part in the civic enter- 
prises of his home town, he is nol 
merely self centered, but he is failing 
to look out for his own interests. He 
can't expect to thrive and prosper un- 
less his community prospers too. It 
can't prosper unless a lot of people take 
held and do public work without ex- 
pecting any pay for it. 


The business men, instead of putting 


In all his evenings balancing up his 
books, attending lodges and clubs, play- 
ing games, ought to expect to put in at 
least a couple of evenings a week 
through the winter on civic movements 
and philanthropies. Most of the wage 
earners could do the same thing. If we 
•would all take hold of community ef- 
forts as we should, -we can carry on 
all the war work that can be done at

help.

The price of provisions and suc- 
cess in war making depend upon what 
we can persuade the farmer to raise. 
The farmer can not do the whole" thing. 
There is not capital 
enough in the 


hands of the farmers to begin to utilize, 
all our resources. 


It is up then to the banker, mer- 


chants and other business men of any 
district, to look through 
the outlying 


country and ask if its 
resources are 


being fully utilized. 
Are there land* 


that by tractor farming, removal of 
brush, draining of wet 
soil, or other 


treatment could be made to yield a 
crop, though now lying idle? If so, the 
community as a whole ought not to tol- 
erate the existence of these unutilized 
resources.

Luxemburg is one of these, 
ami that sturdy little country is now 
joining the chorus of nations that ask 
to be included in any immediate means 
of relief that may be afforded in pre- 
liminarv peace negotiations.

quest to the United States that Lux- 
emburg be included in any demand for 
evacuation by the German army is a 
sign that she sees relief ahead from 
the intolerable conditions imposed up- 
on her country by the position she oc- 
supies seographically- 
Luxemburg's condition is similar, 


only to a greater extent, to that of all 
the little nations that have been im- 
mediately within the zone of German's 
brutal 
war methods, whether they 
maintained neutrality or were sup- 
posed to be in actual sympathy with 
the 
Kaiser's 
enemies 
Holland, 
at 


what cost onlv she will ever know, has 
kept what she calls a strict neutrality 
throughout the entire struggle. So has 
Switzerland in her way. Neither of 
these nations has dated lift a hand by 
way of reprisal for the ills done them 
by Germany. All sorts of subterfuges 
and evasions have been necessary to 
suppress whatever pro-ally tendencies 
might have been felt among the peo- 
ple of these small nations. 


Industrially and politically the Swiss 


and the Dutch have been bled by the 
menacing power of the big bully at 
Berlin, who has used the cloak of neu- 
trality to work exactions of the most 
humiliating 
kind from his helpless 


neighbors. When the inside history of 
:he war is written it will doubtless be 
"ound that 
"neutrality" meant for 


ihese small adjoining states of Europe 
the sort of acquiesence a bis bully ex- 
acts from the little boy who is prone 
on his back with both arms tied. 


THE LOST BATTALION. 


(New York Times.) 


The story of the "lost battalion" 


ouches the pride of the people of this 
city, for the battalkm belonged to the 
Seventy-seventh division, which was 
trained at Camp Upton. Gen. Bell as- 
tonished admirers of the regular army 
by saying that the Seventy-seventh was 
as fine a body of troops as he ever 
commanded, and that it would make 
a name for itself in France.

man defenses along the Kelgian coast 
and in the great Lille industrial area- 
has been sealed by the continued ud- 
vanee of the allied armies under King 
Albert on the ISO-mite front in Wanders. 
The significance of the evacuation of 
the Belgian coast line is far greater 
than the gain of 
(''landers 
territory 


with it's many airdromes 
and 
sub- 


marine bases. 


The extreme right wing of the Ger- 


man defenses in the west 
has 
been 


wrenched away from the protecting 
sea. 
Henceforth 
the 
immense line 


which has been buttressed by 
the 


SOJL on one end and by the Swiss fron- 
tier on the other, forcing the allies al- 
ways to attack fruntally can be out- 
flanked. 


It is believed here that the allied at- 


tack in Flanders did not surprise the 
Liermans but the rapidity of the ad- 
vance did. 
The enemy now is pow- 
erless to retrieve the situation. 
The 


allied rush has been so quick that the 
hope is expressed here that Lille, Tour- 
coins and Koubaix will be found almost 
intact. 


The operations in Flanders are bound 


to have a vital effect on the whole 
western line. AVhile the British attack 
across the Lys will bring about 
the 


evacuation of the 
Lille salient, 
the 
arch of the Belgians on Ghent will 
have n marked influence on the general 
retreat in the west to which the Ger- 
mans are irrevocably condemned by 
the Flanders advance. " 


(General Ludendorff Mfjfli be obliged to 


seek to re-establish his-iftist crumbling 
front far in the rear 'of uie present op- 
erations. 
The Lille-Mezieres line will 


be out of the question as it will be 
outflanked and 
Ludendorff 
probably 


have to defend the German frontier on 
the 
hue 
Antwerp-Napnir-Metz. 
To 


reach this line, however, lie will have to 
retreat swiftly on a wide front. Such 
a manoeuvre, it is believed here, would 
be most perilous, with Marshal Foch 
hammering 
unreritlessly 
on the 
re- 
treating armies. 


In any case the German commander 


has to preserve at all costs the Ad- 
denne pivot. 
That is 'why the Ger- 


mans are. offering such determined re- 
sistance to the French north of A'ou- 
zieres and to the Americans on both 
sides of the Mouse. The enemy might 
give way on other parts of the line 
with little strategic loss, but to fail in 
defending the Ardenne pivot, would 
mean disaster.
